The indictment charge* .McClos- 


key, who was county judge at the 
'me of his election, with altering 
stums from the twentieth Bexar 
;'ounty 
precinct 
to increase his 


total vote in one box of that pre- 
cinct from 298 to 328. McCloskey 
faces 
four 
other similar indict- 
ments, and Charles Ramierex. his 
former secretary and Elmer Wer- 
nett, former city employe, also are 
under indictment. 


McCloskey's attack

technical insufficiencies, chief of 
which was the designation of the 
office for which he ran as "con- 
gressman" by the indictment.

quash asserted the correct desig- 
nation was "representative in. con- 
gress." 
The motion to quash further al- 


leged the indictment was faulty in 
that it charged alteration of the 
"returns" whereas the tally sheet 
"was 
th» controlling instrument." 
That it failed to set forth whether 
the alleged alterations occurred be- 
' fore or after the returns came in- 
to the hands of the defendant, and 
that it charged that only one of 
the three sets of icturns, required 
by law; was altered. 


Judge McCrory made no com- 


ment in overruling the motion and 
court was recessed for noon before 
the defendant eujTd be arraigned, 
or further motions presented. Dave

The resolution was adopted after 


the council had considered a let- 
ter dated Jan. G which had been 
received from the head of 
the 


army. The text of this letter was 
not given out, but it 
is under- 


sttod the general asked the 
high 


council to appoint a commission to 
act for him until his recovery. 


The council's reply was a re- 


jection of this proposal, saying it 
was improbable that at his age he 
would recover sufficiently to re- 
sume the labors 
under which he 


had broken down. A deputation 
was named by the council to yisit 
the general at his seaside retreat 
to put the 
retirement suggestion 


before him. 


General Booth became head of 


the Salvation Army in 1912 upon 
the death of his father, Genera! 
William Booth 
who founded the 


Army. 
He was born at Halifax. 


Yorkshire, in 1S5G and became ; n 
officer in the Army in 1874, being 
appointed chief of staff in 1880. 


As general, he traveled extensive- 


ly on behalf of the Army in Eu- 
rope, the United States, Canada. In- 
dia, 
Australia, and Now Zealand 


He organized a training system for 
officers in the organization and did 
much to develop forcigni missions. 


General Booth became ill with 


Influenza in April of last year and 
was ordered to take a rest. He 
appeared to improve but in Novem- 
ber, 
his condition became worse 


a'nd for a long time his death was 
feared,

hens save that of laying eggs. 
This function of the hen may 
yet be developed in. tho trans- 
formed rooster, said Dr. Domm.

O. Jordan, of the University of 
Chicago, and Dr. A. M. Stimson, di- 
rector of the division of scientific 
research of the public health serv- 
ice.

opening address included a review 
of the present outbreak of influ- 
enza and a statement of the pur- 
pose of the gathering. Dr. Frost 
had as his subjec", The Epidemic 


Phases of Influenza: Dr. Jordan. 
The Present Knowledge of the 
Malady from the Scientific Stand- 
point. and Dr. Stimson. 
Detailed 


Plans for the Public Health Serv- 
ice Studies. 


Public health service officials de- 


clared that influenza is thought to 
be a germ 
disease but that the 


bacillus causing it had never been 
isolated and that It was not known i 
whether the malady resulted from j 
one or several germs.

Influenza 
and pneu- 


monia.. 
In sixty-seven citlo.-i 1,- 


216 persons died from

raised blackjack, and 
they 
saw 


Wood and one of the officers fire 
almost 
simultaneously, dropping 
the attacker. 


Less than an hour later Wood's 


estranged wife. Grace. 48 years old, 
was arrested. She was found ill in 
bed at her home and was taken 
to the 
city 
hospital. 
Officers 


sought to question her concerni.ig 
the story of one of the plotters 
that she had instigated the at- 
tempt upon her husband's life -o 
that she might inherit his estate. 


Police loarnod of tho plot, through 


Cecil Holt, ono of thn conspirators, 
who told Roy Smith, chief of po- 
lice of Riverview, that Mrs. Wood 
had paid a premium on his $125.fi(,0 
Insurance policy in return for his 
promise to assist in tho plot. 


The plan .Holt said, was to lure 


Wood to the doorway of his offlof. 
beat him unconscious, carry him 
to an Isolated spot to be killed, an-l 
leave the body with narcotics stuff- 
ed in his pockets so police migiit 
think Wood had been killed as the 
result of a dope fend. 


Thompson and Pierce told assist- 


ant prosecutors they did not knmv 
how much they were to got for 
tho "job." 


When the plot was first formed, 


they said it wns decided merely to 
slug Wood and carrying him to the 
country and then rob the office 
safe. 
Pierce Raid Haggerty introducr-d 


him to Mrs. Wood and Invited him 
to join in the plot. He was told, 
he said, that Mrs. Wood wanted 
some valuable papers from 
her 


husband's safe and that tho men 
were to pet the cash. Ho said he 
did not know that Wood was to 
have been killed as part of iho 
plot.

The original measure' waa intro- 


duced in the upper house by Sen- 
ator John W. Hornsby of Austin,- 
A committee substitute. 
making 


the bill more specific, was report- 
ed back to tho genera! session, and 
the bill pasned in short order to- 
day with only 
two amendments, 


one providing that if any clause of 
the hill should be declared uncon- 
stitutional, the same should not af- 
fect the remainder of the measure. 


Shortly before tho Hornaby bill 


was passed a measure was Intro-, 
duced placing the power to lease 
the University of Toxas lands with 
the board of regents. Under the 
1925 law the land commissioner has 
that power. The measure seemed 
assured of passage In the senate 
since it was signed by 17 of the 
30 members of that body.

No Maximum FU«I. 


The bill provides that one eighth 


loyalty, the maximum which can 
be paid to the university perma- 
nent fund at present, be made the ; 
minimum in the future and that no 
maximum 
amount 
be fixed.

The measure further asked for 


the resurveyinp, dividing and mar*' 
ketlng of the lands, some of which j 
are said to he in such large blocks, 
that only the major oil companies < 
can bid for the mineral rights oa :

The majority of this 
juvenile army of longers aft- 
er life and excitement come 
to the stage where they 
would give anything to get 
back to the simpler pleas- 
ures and real friends of the 
small town only to find that 
they are carried by a cur- 
rent which renders the back- 
ward swim a feat impossible 
of accomplishment.

case that those who brag 
about being able to care for 
themselves are the ones who 
need the most restraining.

to him. In days not so very 
long ago (the two-horse rig 
that coul'd be driven with 
one hand was thought quite 
sufficient for a Sunday aft- 
ernoon's pleasure. We didn't

A desperate attempt 
to escape, such as the Hall 
Carter episode is a juicy 
morsel for the dailies- We 
do not censure this attitude, 
—if it can be called such,— 
of the papers, but we do 
know that the newspaper is 
directly responsible for the 
formulation and molding of 
public opinion. 
Since th-3 


public sees in the headline? 
only the activities of the said 
few prisoners, it is but nat- 
ural that they assume them 
to be representative of the 
whole. 


"A man who is convicted 


and sent here for a number 
of years, who completes his 
sentence with a clear rec- 
ord, and showing all signs 
of repentance and determi- 
nation to rehabilitate him- 
self, goes forth into the 
world and makes good, Is 
not made a headline feature 
as the thug is. This is as it 
should be, for 
publicity 


would be detrimental to him 
•ather than helpful. I make 
this example merely to illus- 


trate my point that, since 
only the one type is heard of 
by the public, they do not 
bother themselves with the 
possibility of the existence of 
another, worthier type.

WILLS POINT, Jan. 8.—(SpH.— 
It Is thought that Wills Point Is 
the only town In the world that is 
siuated on the prairie and has a 
sawmill sawing hardwood lumber. 
The mill Is on North Third street, 
belonging to W. T. Roberts. 
Logs of ash, 
oak, 
cottonwood, 


walnut, etc., are brought in trucks 
to the mill from the timber lands 
north and east of the town. The 
mill was formerly near the timber 


and tho lumber was hauled 
to 
town, but it has been found much 
more satisfactory to haul the logs 
before they are sawed. 
Another 
advantage about the present loca- 
tion is that it is easy matter to 
find a market for the slabs that 
arn rut from the logs. They are 
sold to the people here for fuel. 
Som of the timber is shipped to 
other markets but most of it Is 
easily sold here for bridge, out- 
buildings and framing. 
Several 


men are employed at the mill, on 
the trucks and cutting the timber. 
A good market is also provided for

SHOULD BE BUILT 


BY GASOLINE TAX 


COM. OF AGRICULTURE TER- 
RELL MAKES VIEWS KNOWN 
ON IMPORTANT MATTERS 


AUSTIN,

highways should be financed by a 
gasoline tax and not by registra- 
tion fees or bond issues; the pris- 
on, problem should bo solved by 
concentration 
of 
a wide-spread 


farm system from which escapes 
have been frequent, and homes, 
farms and business property should 
be relieved from an Inequality of 
taxes, George B. Terrell, commis- 
sioner of agriculture, said today in 
outlining his views on needed leg- 
islation In Texas. 
Terrell lists as the. chief prob- 


lems confronting 
the Forty-first 


legislature those of highways, the 
state prison system, education, tax- 
ation and conservation. 
"Present vehlcic; registration fees 
are too high and should be reduc- 
ed," he said. "Funds from gasoline 
tax should go to highways and not 
be diverted to schools. I do- not 
believe schools should suffer, but 


I they can be supported by funds 
from the general revenue and other 
sources. 
If one-fourth of 
these 


funds continue to go to the school 
system, it will be necessary to levy 
a four cent tax on gasoline, 
but 


if all funds are devoted to roads, 
three cents will be sufficient." 
State and Federal Duty. 
State highways, Terrell believed, 


should be built and maintained by 
state and federal 
funds, 
leaving 


counties unhampered to build their 
own roads from county money. He 
would support a state bond issue 
sufficient to reimburse counties for 
funds expended on state highways 
spent in order to receive state and 
fedral aid. but would oppose bond 
Issues to build and maintain high- 
ways. 


"I believo in paying as you tro," 
Terrell 
stated. "It is a crime 


against taxpayers to compel them 
to pay millions of dollars in inter- 
est to bond holders when high- 
ways can be financed by a gasoline 
tax without 
paying 
interest on 
bonds for 30 or 40'years. The. con- 
stitution should be amended 
to 
permit counties to levy sufficient 
road taxes to build arid maintain 
county roada without resorting to 
bond Issues which divert half the 
funds to bond holders Instead of 
putting them into bonds.. 


Tfirrell believes the prison prob- 


lem can be eliminated by abandon- 
ing farming operations on a large 
scale and concentrating1 the system 
where convicts would work within 
walls making articles that could be 
used by the state and which would 
not be placed on the open market. 
"Law makers will not take any 


backward steps In considering edu- 
cation In Texas," Terrell predicted. 
Educational 
institutions will 
be 
cared for as usual." 
Terrell believes the state board 


of education, created in obedincc to 
adoption 
of 
the 
constitutional 


amendment, should be composed of 
the governor, comptroller, state su- 
perintendent of public instruction. 
the attorney general and the state 
treasurer. 


Speaking with regard to conser- 


vation, he said that "conservation 
of natural resources is one of the 
biggest problems yet 
unsolved." 


Mineral resources, he declared, an- 
being exploitd without just corn- 
pi.satlon to the state. Water pow- 
er is being wasted by non use or 
exploited by the power trusts. 
"The legislature should safeguard 
this great 
natural 
resource and 


the benefit of the public and see 
that our rights ar never alieniated. 
We tax oil. gasoline and sulphur 
and derive somp benefits, but 
do 
not stop the waste. Our great tim- 
ber resources have been used with- 
out compensation to the state, and 
the supply of commercial timber 
has been reduced to less than 15 
per cent of th original supply. 
"A tax should be levied on 
the 


remainder of the commerclol tim- 
ber cut and should be used hv the 
state to buy cut-over lands to be- 
gin a system of reforestation and 
game preservations before nil tim- 
ber and game are destroyed. The 
state should purchase and own nil 
irame preserves and protect wild 
liffi for future generations." 
Fees from timber cut, game and 


fish licenses and shell and travel 
sold by the state would riro''"ce a 
splendid revenue. Terrell

Cloak his deeds as he 
may with the new catch words, 
every straight-thinking mortal is 
aware that sin is a horrible fact. 
and the greatest obstacle to the 
attainment, of inner peace and of 
noble character. Every man's own 
experience assents to the. Bible's 
characterizations of sin. 


Whitewash is never used by the 


Bible's authors. 
They are. discon- 


certingly frank in dealing with the 
grim realities of life. 
From 
the 


Garden of Eden to the vision of the 
Apocalypse, they depict sin as 
a 
potent 'and major factor in human 
experience. 
Sin Is as old as Adam, and 
as 


new as the latest edition of today's 
n'swspaper. We may respectfully- 
only more or less respectfully— re- 
fer our "Everythlng-ls-lovely-and- 
nothing-ls-wrong" school 
of phil- 


osophers to that sentence in the 
present Lesson which says, "If we 
Bay we have no sin, we deceive our- 
selves, and the truth is not. in us." 
What's Wrong With Our Times 
Though the new philosophies bid 


US discard the rugged little word 
"sin," they ask us to 
take on 
«. 
whole bewildering vocabulary of 
"complexes," "inhibitions." "repres- 
sions," etc. 
Even while (hey so 
patter, certain 
social . evils grow 


apace. 
HoW are we to explain our day's 


ominous crimes, which have creat- 
ed a veritable social stratum of 
"racketeers" and lawbreakers? 


Theft, in its various forms costs 


society literally billions o£ dollars 
annually. 
Human life is losing its sanctity 


in pur progressive civilization; and 
the profession of homicide seems 
to be becoming comparatively safe. 
Political bribery, and the, subor- 


nation of police, Is a common scan- 
dal.Chastity, for men and women, is 
no longer everywhere generally re- 
garded as more precious than life. 


Divorce multiplies, and in circles 


where a. decade ago it was deemed 
deep disgrace. 
Drunkenness has 
invaded 
the 
ranks of youth in high schools, and 
the homes of the prosperous. The 
bootlegger is a criminal with count- 
less partners. 


Sin and Crime. 
This gloomy catalogue, could be 


continued to great lengths. It para- 
doxically parallels a. quickened con- 
science concerning major social and 
idustrlal evils of our time. 


Now what does it all mean? 
Surely, the answer is not obscure. 


The sense of sin has become dulled. 
Many persons no longer react in- 


stinctively to temptation, as did .To- 
Rcph in Potiphar's home, with the 
cry. "How can I do this great, wick- 
edness and sin against God?" 


For sin has to (In wllh man's con- 


duct in relationship to God: crime 
concerns his relationship wilh soci- 
ety. To sin at all is to sin against 
a loving Father In heaven, who is 
also the Judge of all on earth. 


Even .1 little thought on this sjiib- 


jcct. shows that sin is an individual 
matter. It has to do with the single 
soul's relation to God. F.y its na- 
ture, it brings every sinner face to 
face, wilh his Lord: it cannot be 
shifted on to any group or organ- 
ization or church. All partnerships 
are dissolved before this reckoning. 


"The sin? we do Iwo by two. 
We must pay for one by one." 
Am \\r Too Socially-Minded? 
Ours is a socially-minded era. We 


are proud of the size and scope of 
our undertakings. 
The 
favorite 


method of dealing with any wrong 
to be remedied, or any good to be 
promoted, is to organize a society 
for the purpose.

nd slakes all on

Spirit filled preacher of righteous- 
ness, who will convict individual 
men and women of their personal 
.sin and '.if their need of salvation. 
Despite the tendency of some cler- 
gymen t.-i flock into secretaryships, 
wilh their vague responsibilltier,, 
the truth remains clear and out- 
standing that only as people are 
.saved from this sins, one by one ac, 
cording to the old Bible program will 
our general wrongs be remedied. 
This is the Gospel's way out. for 
(he world. I,n Zellc Croft has put 
this truth into homely verse: — 
"We urge, the social consciousness 
We plead the Union Plan, 
But the only way to save the world 
Ig to do it. many by man." 
Hopeless, or Helped? 


Scolding at, sin is as futile, as ig- 


noring it. The best and worst of 
mankind know themselves to he 
sinners; and that consciousness is 
clearest, in the. white light of the 
character of God, who is the em- 
bodiment of holiness. It Is a sense 
of God's goodness that makes men 
penitent for their sin. The sinless 
Christ thus becomes the sinner's 
Saviour. A steady look at the pure 
and wistful Redeemer causes even 
the holiest mortal to cry, "God be 
merciful to me a sinner." Divine 
forgiveness is tha one way out 
from the morass of sin. 


Bed-rock revelation is this fath- 


omless truth at "Jesus Christ came 
into the world to save sinners." All 
that is wrong with human society 
will be made right when one by 
one, people, accept the crucified and 
risen Saviour's pardon and power, 
and square their lives by Him. The 
glory of the Gospel is that it alone 
saves from sin. Better than unin- 
spired pen can portray it is vener- 
able St. John's statement of sin, 
which is the text of our lesson:

A host of reforms and im- 
provements in state govern- 
ment were urged upon tin; 
41st legislature in a message 
today from 
Governor Dan 


Moody, 35 year old execu- 
tive, starting his 
second 


term. 


His recommendations included a 


revision of highway financing, con- 
centration of the prison system, 
amendment of the state land leas- 
Ing law, more adequate education- 
al facilities, public control of util- 
ities, and a short ballot plan under 
which the governor would appoint 
heads of state departments as ?i 
means of securing better co-ordina- 
tion and administration. 


Declaring the highway depart- 


ment, has had to depend upon lo- 
cal initiative to put over the state- 
wide road building program, the 
governor declared that it Is of first 
Importance that'tho hlfghway de- 
partment have a "certain and con- 
tinuous fund" to construct a. con- 
nected system of highways. He r.p- 
pended to his message a report of 
his 31 member highway advisory 
committee recommending a S22.'5.- 
000,000 state bond issue for roatis. 
He also submitted a minority re- 
port of the committee not favoring 
the majority plan. 


The governor enumerated three 
plans of highway 
financing—the 
present "pay as you go plan," a 
state bond issue to be retired by 
gasoline tax and license fees, anil 
a combination of the two. 


"I am not so far committed to 
any of these plans that I cannot 
support another," he said. 
"The 


objective is a system of permanent 
highways built; at a minimum cost 
and completed at the earliest prac- 
tical date. While I believe that one 
means is better than the other of 
reaching this end, I am ready to 
compose my views with those enter- 
tained by others, and take the best 
that can be obtained to promote 
the building of highways. 
Asks More Responsibility. 


Urging that the governor be al- 


lowed to appoint state department 
heads, the governor said: "I oe- 
llevo the governor should be made 
an officer of greater responsibil- 
ity, that he should be given the 
power to fix policies, nnd that he 
should haye the power to appoint 
and remove administrative depart- 
ment heads." 


This suggestion is something cori- 
paratlvely new In Texas politics 
and the governor devoted quite a 
bit of space to it. 


He pointed out that such elected 


officers as the comptroller, treas- 
urer, land commissioner, school su- 
perintendent, and agricultural com- 
missioner "are 
entirely independ- 
ent of the governor and administer 
their offices under no executive su- 
pervision. He refererd to the fart 
that friction often exists between 
the departments. 


Armed with' the appointive au- 
thority sought, the governor could 
be held responsible to the people 
for the entire administration and 
co-ordinate the efforts of various 
departments, Governor Moody said. 


He estimated- the 
number of 


boards, bureaus and commissions 
could be reduced greatly.
